All indications are for a big celebra- 
tiod at Redwood City May 1st, when 
the county seat will hold its Aviation 
and Industrial Day. The affair is to 
be given under the auspices of the 
Redwood post of the American Le¬ 
gion and the fire department. The 
general committee held a meeting 
Tuesday night at the county seat and 
reports made by the different com¬ 
mitteemen show that sentiment at 
Redwood and the surrounding coun¬ 
try is strongly behind the movement. 

A notable feature of the day will be 
an air derby or aerial race from the 
Redwood field to Mount Tamalpais 
and return. It is believed this one 
feature will bring visitors from all 
over the state. 

All committees in chargp of the 
affair are determined it shall be the 
greatest the county has ever seen. 


One of the boldest automobile rob¬ 
beries ever perpetrated in this city 
took place Monday afternoon, when 
tlie light truck belonging to the South 
City Plumbing Shop was taken from 
in front of the shop where it had 
been left standing for a moment with 
the engine running. The machine was 
taken at about 3 o'clock by three 
young men, driven boldly up the main 
street of South San Francisco and 
into San Francisco, where it was 
found early Tuesday morning aban¬ 
doned in an alley. The three mis¬ 
creants who took tlie machine are 
known in this city by the names of 
Cota, McCardle, and O’Conner. They 
have until recently been employed at 
tlie shipyard. They have not yet 
been arrested for the theft of tlie car. 

Many persons saw the three going 
through town with the car, among 
them Deputy Sheriff B. H. Truax, who 
stood near tlie corner of Linden and 
Grand avenues, talking with A. P. 
Scott when the men drove by. A few 
minutes later Henry Minucciani hur¬ 
ried up, saying his machine had been 
stolen. Truax, Scott, and Jack Vac- 
cari immediately gave chase in 
Scott’s car and had got within sight 
of tlie thieves, when rain began fall¬ 
ing so heavily it shut off the view 
just beyond Daly City and rendered 
fast driving exceedingly dangerous. 
In the traffic approaching San Fran¬ 
cisco the robbers were lost sight of. 

At about 1! or 3 o’clock Tuesday 
morning the city police found the car 
standing in an alley near Eighteenth 
and Mission streets. The machine 
was unharmed, but two sets of taps 
and dies, valued at about $50, had 
been stolen. 

Tho three men who took the car 
are known here as hard characters. 
They were thrown out of the Ship 
Hotel recently and later similarly 
treated at the Normand. Cota is tho 
man who, as described in last week’s 
Enterprise, ran a telephone bill of 
$16 at the Hotel Normand by talking 
with his sweetheart in Los Angeles, 
and paid it only when the hotel pro¬ 
prietor, George Roll, attached his 
wages.

1500 Men Now Working.

NEW BANK BUILDING 


The psychology of the rumor is an 
interesting study. Sometimes a rumor 
has slight foundation in fact. Quite 
as often it is altogether groundless. 

Recently there was published in a 
San Mateo paper a news story to the 
effect that the Scliaw-Bateher ship¬ 
yard of this city was planning to 
move to Los Angeles. The Enterprise 
has been at some pains to learn if 
there is any truth to the story. The 
result of this investigation is that 
there seems no foundation in the re¬ 
port the paper referred to gav^ cir¬ 
culation. 

At the office of the superintendent 
of the plant a representative of The 
Enterprise was informed Wednesday 
that tlie story is absolutely ground¬ 
less. Officials of the company stated,; 
furthermore, that about 1500 men are I 
at work in the plant at present and 
that all work is now progressing very 
satisfactorily. 


Active work on the construction of 
the new office building for the Moran 
Packing Company started the latter 
part of last week and is now going 
rapidly forward. The plan to move 
the Moran head offices to this city 
was held in abeyance for some days 
after its recent announcement in The 
Enterprise, but later all obstacles in 
the way of the step were cleared away 
and the construction of the building 
will now be rushed to comn-tion and 
the offices moved soon afterward. 
This is a development of considerable 
importance to South San Francisco, 
as it will bring a considerable num¬ 
ber of new persons to this city either 
to live or to each day’s work. 

The new building will be of the 
bungalow type, covering a ground 
space 86x76 feet. It will be divided 
into several offices for the clerical 
force-of the big plant’s many depart¬ 
ments. It is being built directly south 
of the plant and between it and the 
road. 

The contract calls for the work to 
be completed within sixty days, and it 
was stated at the plant Thursday that 
in all probability the offices would be 
moved here from San Francisco in 
about ninety days. 


The new Colma state bank, which 
filed its articles of incorporation re¬ 
cently, has let the contract for its 
building. The price of the structure, 
as named in the contract filed with the 
county recorder, is $18,435. It will 
be a reinforced concrete structure, 
one story and basement, and will 
stand at the corner of Reiner street 
and Mission road, Colma. Louis Cere- 
ghino has the contract for the build¬ 
ing. 


San Mateo county is to have a meat 
inspector. This was brought out at 
the meeting of the board of super¬ 
visors last Monday.

Asked about inspection 
of “one-cow" dairies, Iverson said 
such inspection would be free.

PRACnCUJECIPES ' 

Fish contains practically the same ^ 
amount of protein as does fresh meat. 

It is easily digested and appetizing, 
but the average appetite tires of it ^ 
sooner than of meat. Particularly is 
this true of the stronger flavored fish. 

A small amount of this will be suffi¬ 
cient to flavor an entire dish of mild- ' 
flavored material. The following ‘ 
recipes do it successfully: 

Scalloped Fish 
cups fish. 

IV 2 cups cooked rice or riced pota-: 1 
toes. 

1 cup white sauce. 

Use canned, dried, salt, or left-over 1 
fresh fish. If dried fish is used, first 
soak it. Shred the fish and arrange 
in alternate layers with rice or pota-1 
toes and white sauce. Sprinkle with 
bread crumbs and bake. 

Fish Loaf 

1 cup shredded fish (smoked, salt, or 
canned). 

€ potatoes, boiled and riced. 

2 Cups cooked rice or fine hominy. 

1 egg. 

>4 cup milk. 

% teaspoon celery salt. 

% teaspoon salt. 

Form into loaf and bake twenty 
minutes. Serve with tomato sauce. 

Tomato Sauce 

Bring one pint of canned tomatoes 
to the boiling point and rub through 
a strainer. Beat in a saucepan one 
tablespoon of flour and one generous 
tablespoon of butter until it is smooth 
and light. Gradually beat in the hot 
tomato. Add salt and pepper and 
cook ten minutes. The flavor of the 
tomato sauce may be modified by the 
addition of onion, spice, or herbs. 

Fish Timbales 

1 cup of salmon, tuna, or gray fish. 

1 cup softened bread crumbs. 

1 cup mashed potatoes, cooked rice 
or hominy. 

Vfe teaspoon salt. 

Vi teaspoon paprika. 

1 egg. 

% cup milk. 

Mix ingredients in order given. 
Four into small buttered molds, place 
on rack in pan, and surround with 
hot water. Cover and bake until mix¬ 
ture is firm. Turn from the molds and 
serve with an acid sauce. 

A small amount of left-over fish can 
be made into a fish mold which is 
especially good when served on a let¬ 
tuce leaf with salad dressing. 

Fish Mold 

1 egg. 

2 tablespoons vinegar. 

1V6 tablespoons cold water. 

% teaspoon salt. 

V* teaspoon celery salt. 

1-3 teaspoon sugar. 

1 tablespoon gelatine. 

14 cup cold water. 

1 cup minced fish. 

Beat eggs until light, add season¬ 
ings, water and vinegar, and beat 
thoroughly. Cook over boiling water 
until thickened. Soften one table¬ 
spoon of gelatin in one-fourth cup of 
cold water and dissolve by placing 
over hot water. Add dissolved gelatin 
and left-over flslt to the dressing given 
above. Mold in individual cups or one 
large mold. 

Meat Rolls 

Small quantities of cold ham, 
chicken, or other meat may be utilized 
for meat rolls. The meat should be 
chopped fine, well seasoned, mixed 
with enough savory fat or butter to 
make it "shape,” and formed into 
rolls about the size of a finger. A 
short dough (made, say, of a pint of 
flour, two tablespoons of lard, one 
teaspoon of baking powder, salt, and 
milk enough to mix) should be rolled 
thin, cut into strips, and folded about 
the meat rolls, care being taken to 
keep the shape regular. The rolls 
should be baked in a quick oven until 
they are of a delicate brown color, 
and served hot. %
